'Wasiunoton, Dec. 15.— In the report 
of Dr. Salmon, chief of the bureau of 
animal indtistry, submitted to congresa, 
particular attention is directed to in- 
vestigations by the barean in regard to 
bog cholera and the origin ot Texas 
fever among cattle, and m ans by which 
this disease 18 communicated from the 
southern to the nortliem cattle. 

The report details the experiments* in 
Dubuque, which includes the transfer 
of ticks from diaeased to healthy cat le. 
hatching the ticks and placing them 
npon non-infected animals, in b> .h 
cases commnnicatin:; tht- fever. North- 
ern cattle have been herded with Te.xiis 
cattle, from whiLh the tic. s have been 
carei'iilly removed witliout being at- 
tac! ed by the disease, i lie disease lias 
al>obeen commnnica'.ed through ticks 
hatched in the g:ound which had b en 
freiiuented Iqr mlected animals. Ihe 
liatcliing penod is from tiilrty to sixty 
days. 

iJr. Salmon, in his report, states tliat 
cattle ta. en tu the south for breeding 
purposes can be protected from the 
fever by keeping them free from ticks; 
ai;ain, that ^ cluthem cattle may be ren- 
dered iiK cuous by washing them with 
Boine jireparation that will destroy the 
ticks, or by keeping them upon infected 
ground t^.til ti e tic.is which are on 
them mature and drop to the ground, 
but not Ion < enougli for the young ticks 
to hatch out and reinfect them. 

'\^hile it has thus been shown un- 
mistaAablv that the disease is com- 
municatea through the ticks, it has not 
been shown with absolute certaintv 
tliat there is no other means by whic h 
the proto/;o:;n ^ains access to the blood 
of suscei tible cattle, but it is quite evi- 
dent from the investig^tii ns just made 
that in the giiat majoiity of cases 
cattle are iiife( ted by means of ticks.

tifi aAd.'bia paper. It alleges that de- 
fendants posted bills and diatributed cir- 
culars catling on people to cease patroniz- 
ing plaintifi and bis paper or else incnr 
the ill-will of organis<>d labor; that cir- 
culars were sent to and Intanriews had 
with a<ivertiftine patrons of the paper 
calling on them t> cease advertising in 
the Oornmonwaaltb or else to incnr the 
ill-will and lose the custom and trade of 
all organized labor and trades unions and 
•II perrons in sympathy with them ; that 
tlie (lefendnntB in their bulletin also 
called on all laborers to "boycott" the 
-plaintiflTs paper; that plaintiff has lost 
lar^'p and valuable adv-rt-sementH by 
reacon thereof, and also lost much Job 
work. 

The bill prayed for an injunction 
a^iiinnt the boycUt and the conspiracy 
and ccrabination so al e^ed, and alaoSlO,- 
000 damages; affidavits were .filed and 
exhibits made of the posterp, band bills, 
circulsra, lettera and bulletins, and Judge 
Jackson, in chambers, granted a reetrain- 
ing order, as prayed for in tba bill, until 
the hearing of the motion foran injonc- 
tion on December 20.

London, Dec. 18.— The war* of reac- 
tion against Mr. Parnell is beooiming 
more pronounceil. Th 3 influence of the 
priests is rapidly making itself ft- It. In 
the chnrches everj'wbere, but especially 
in KilkMuy. yesterday, the clergy urged 
openly upon their hMms the dnty of 
following the adriae of tba Uahops, and 
striking a 1 low at immorality in high 
jilaces by voting against Pameil. The 
bishop of Cloyne has reiucsted tlio 
members of the Icajjue in liis diuccse to 
withdraw frum the present organiza- 
tion, controlled by Mr. Parnell and to 
form a reorganized leaffne, free from 
alliance with the discredited leader. , 

The east and aonth down branches of 
the leagne have stopped remitting to the 
leagne treasury at Dublin nntil the 
right to dispoae of the general fund ia 
made more clear. The scenes at the 
Tipnei-ary meeting yesterday are re- 
garded as a prelude to • campaign of 
violence that may reach a degrae uttle 
fehort of civil war before the question at 
iissue i.'i finally decided by the Irish peo- 
ple. A gang of forty roughs captured 
the meeting temporarily, and carried 
everything for Parnell. But the contin- 
gents of country people from a radius 
of twenty miles around came in, and 
the situation was speedily changed. 
After a lively series of scrimmages the 
anti-Parnellites got control of the meet- 
ing, and the most violent of the paiti- 
Fans of Parnell were expelled. The lat- 
ter had come to the spot armed with 
heavy black thoins, and there lino 
doubt that they had premeditated vio- 
lence. Such eventa go far to sustain 
Davitt's assertion that Pamell's follow- 
'ing is niaile np of the riff-raff of the 
cities, or, as he puts it, the "residom. "
